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PREFATORY  NOTE 

In  the  preparation  of  the  origmal  schedules,  use  was  made  of 
printed  classifications,  bibliographies,  and  catalogs,  as  well  as  an 
outline  scheme  drawn  up  by  Dr.  Roland  P.  Falkner,  and  suggestions 
from  the  Harvard  University  Library.  The  application  to  the 
collections  in  the  Library,  involving  many  additions  and  great 
extension  of  detail,  was  made  by  Mr.  Charles  Martel,  then  chief 
classifier,  assisted  by  Mr.  William  Dawson  Johnston,  Mr.  Luis  Perez, 
and  Mr.  Edwin  Wiley. 

Schedules  HS  and  HT,  prepared  by  the  imdersigned,  who  has  been 
in  charge  of  Class  H  since  1907,  are  based  to  a  laige  extent  on  the 
material  in  the  Library  of  Congress,  altho  other  printed  classifica^ 
tions  and  bibliographies  have  been  consulted.  The  scope  of  Gass 
HT  has  been  intentionally  restricted  to  the  general  literature  of  the 
strictly  sociological  aspect  of  the  groups  included,  hence  the  imusually 
large  number  of  see  references. 

In  preparing  this  second  edition  the  schedules  for  Social  Sciences 
have  received  no  fundamental  change.  Since  the  first  edition  was 
printed  in  1910,  many  new  sections  have  been  added  from  time  to 
time  as  the  growth  of  the  literature  demanded,  including  the  scheme 
for  HT,  which  was  separately  printed  in  1915.  These  additions 
have  been  incorporated  in  the  present  edition;  the  schemes  for 
geographical  distribution  have  been,  as  far  as  possible,  brought  up 
to  date;  and  numerous  verbal  additions  and  changes  in  form  of 
statement,  which  experience  has  shown  would  work  for  clearness; 
have  also  been  made.
